She was 
quite enthusiastic about it 
and really enjoyed it.” 

He added: “I tried to put 
on the posh voice. She was a 
normal person to talk to, she 
made it very easy because I 
was getting a bit nervous.” 

Kristian, who trains at the 
Earls Gymnastics Club, 
missed out on a vault medal 
but fellow club members 
said they were proud of his 
efforts. More than 50 
watched him on television. 

Meanwhile, council bosses 
said they are “limited” in 
ways to support the strug¬ 
gling club, where Kristian 
has trained since he was five. 

Five coaches have already 
been laid off this year but 
cabinet Councillor Tracy 
Wood said: “The council 
always looks to support the 
work of sports and commu¬ 
nity clubs across the 
borough but with hundreds 
of groups operating in the 
area we are limited in what 
we can do in terms of annual 
financial support.”

CRICKETER DIES 


Conor hauls in 
tuna the same 
size as him 


A HALESOWEN schoolboy 
looks to have landed himself 
a world record breaking fish 
after he caught a giant tuna 
that was as big as him. 

Conor Smith, aged 12, 
wrestled with the bigeye 
tuna for almost 30 minutes 
before reeling in the 1871b 
whopper off the coast of 
Madeira last Saturday. 

The fish, which at 5ft was 
the same height as Conor, 
could be a new world record 
catch for a child. It was so 
huge a fork-lift truck was 
needed to load it onto scales. 

Windsor High School 
pupil Conor is waiting for 
confirmation that he has 
broken the record. 

He said: “I was shocked 
when I got this almighty pull 
on my line. I thought I’d 
caught a whale. 

“It took half-an-hour to 
reel in. It was a bit of a battle 
and it took two men to actu¬ 
ally lift onto the boat. 

“It weighed 1871bs. That’s 
pretty much the weight of 
my older brother Alex, who 
is 6ft 5in.” 

But Conor was not able to 
enjoy his monster catch 
because he flew home from 
holiday the next day. 

He is waiting for confir¬ 
mation he has broken a new 
world record for the largest 
fish caught by a child. 

Conor said: “We’d been 
out a couple of times and 
only caught one fish but I 
really wanted to go out 


again. “So my dad set me up 
in the chair and said any¬ 
thing that we catch today is 
Conor’s.” 

“So I was shocked when I 
got this almighty pull on my 
line - I thought I’d caught a 
whale.” 

He added: “We took it 
back to shore where - they 
needed a fork lift truck to lift 
it onto the scales. 

“But because we were 
leaving the next day we 
weren’t able to eat it. 

“It still feels good to 
achieved such a catch - my 
mates have been congratu¬ 
lating me quite a lot.” 

Proud 

The documents, photo¬ 
graphs and witness reports 
have now been sent off for 
formal approval by the 
International Game Fishing 
Association. 

Proud father Frank, a 51- 
year-old a business develop¬ 
ment manager, said: “If it 
had been any bigger it would 
have probably pulled him in 
and we would still be looking 
for him now.” 

He added: “It was a real 
battle before he finally 
reeled him in but I was 
proud - it really is credit to 
his perseverance and deter¬ 
mination. 

Mum Michelle, 40, a child¬ 
minder, added: “We are very 
proud of what he has 
achieved there - it was one 
hell of a catch.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to a popular crick¬ 
eter who collapsed and died after suffering a 
heart attack while playing for his club.

An air 
ambulance was dispatched, landing at the club, and took Mr 
Beaumont to Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital. But 


he could not be saved. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said he had 
suffered a cardiac arrest. 

He leaves behind a wife, 
Becky and his four-year-old 
son Harley, parents Bob and 
Judy and his brother Ryan. 

The family said they were 
too upset to speak but his 
father, Bob, wanted every¬ 
one to know how proud they 
were of him and how deeply 
he would be missed. 

Mr Beaumont, a former 
police officer and care 
worker, was 33 last month 
and he and his wife Becky 
celebrated their first 
wedding anniversary in 
May. 

His friend of nearly 30 
years Paul Pickering, also of 
Halesowen, said everyone 
had been devastated by what 
had happened. 

Impact 

“I first met Richard when 
we attended Lapal Primary 
School and we were friends 
from then on,” he said. 

“He was a lovely man and 
had an impact on everyone 
he met. Not just long-term 
friends but those he had only 
just met as well. 

Mr Pickering said the said 
the number of tributes from 
individual players and clubs 
had been “incredible”. 

Officials at the club, which 
Mr Beaumont joined last 
season, also paid tribute. 

Spokesman Stuart Bate 
said: “He was like a rock to 
other members of the club 
and would encourage all of

appeal 

THE leader of Dudley 
Council says Muslim leaders 
are “exercising their legal 
right” by appealing against 
the High Court’s decision to 
throw out plans for a new 
mosque. 

The long-running dispute 
over land in Hall Street, 
Dudley, is heading back to 
the courtroom just weeks 
after council chiefs in 
Dudley thought they had 
reached a conclusion to the 
seven-year wrangle. 

The proposals for a 
mosque were rejected at a 
hearing in April, meaning 
the plot of land, which 
Dudley Muslim Association 
has owned since 2005, must 
now be sold back to the 
council. 

It had argued the land 
should have been developed 
by a 2008 deadline. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “Members of 
the Muslim Association are 
exercising their legal right 
and we will await the 
outcome. 

“The issue is now back in 
the courts and we must wait 
to see what happens.” 

The council managed to 
get many of the group’s 
arguments for stopping the 
buy-back plan thrown out by 
judges in November. 

Cannabis 
factory raid 

FORTY cannabis plants 
were found when police 
swooped on a home in King- 
swinford. The plants were 
found growing in an out¬ 
building and the loft of the 
house in Standhills Road- 
after a tip-off from the local 
community. 

A number of sat navs were 
also discovered during the 
raid last Friday.

UP TO 130 full-time jobs will be 
created in a £2 million transforma¬ 
tion of a Dudley trading estate, 
developers have said. 

The six-storey office block Pen- 
snett House and a building housing 
three outdated units on The Pen- 
snett Estate will be demolished. 

They will be replaced by three 
industrial buildings, housing 11 
units. They will be aimed at busi¬ 


nesses starting up as bosses say 
there is a growing demand for 
smaller units. 

The Pensnett Estate is owned and 
managed by London and Cambridge 
Properties. A planning application 
has been submitted to Dudley 
Council. It is expected the demoli¬ 
tion and construction work would 
take around nine months. 

A statement submitted by agent 


Jonathan Hickman, of G H Design 
Ltd, said: “Both these buildings are 
old and do not meet the demands 
and expectations of tenants in this 
day and age. 

“The proposals will improve and 
rejuvenate the site by creating new 
modern units.” 

Between 30 and 80 posts will be 
created by the business units, while 
a further 50 full-time jobs will be 


available during the construction 
period, the statement said. 

Pensnett House, which has a floor 
area of more than 45,000 sq ft, is cur¬ 
rently vacant. In the other building, 
two of the office units are empty but 
the cafe is open. 

LCP was granted planning per¬ 
mission to demolish the building by 
heouncil last year. The Pensnett 
Estate covers 2.3 million sq ft. 


Warning of delays for 
commuter route work 


MOTORISTS face three weeks of disruptions 
when a main commuter route in Halesowen is 
resurfaced. The work will take place along the 
westbound stretch of the A456 Manor Way 
from August 20. 

It will be the fourth road¬ 
works scheme to be carried 
out in the Dudley borough 
since the start of this year’s 
school holidays. 

Work is already under way 
in Stallings Lane Kingswin- 
ford, as part of a £lmillion 
flood prevention project to 
install new sewer pipes and 
an underground flood 
storage tank. 

Old gas and water pipes 
are being replaced in Pen¬ 
snett and a 10-week scheme 
is being carried out in Mason 
Street, Coseley. 

Resurfacing in Manor 
Way will take place between 
the motorway roundabout 
for junction three of the M5 
and Grange Island. 

It is expected to take 
around two weeks and will 
be followed by a week of high 
friction surfacing which 
applies an anti-skid treat¬ 
ment to selected stretches of 
the road. This treatment is 
weather dependent. 

Closures 

There will be lane closures 
and a reduction in the speed 
limit to 40mph but traffic on 
the eastbound carriageway 
should not be affected. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, said: “Following 
the successful resurfacing of 
the eastbound carriageway 
last January, this important 
work will tackle the west¬ 
bound stretch of the A456 
Manor Way, improving 
driving conditions for 
motorists. 

“We apologise for any 
inconvenience and aim to 
keep disruption to a 
minimum by working at 
night during the first week 
and between 9.30am and 
3.30pm on weekdays after 
that.”

Partners David Moore, 
Nigel Jordan and Jessica 
Bird were all declared bank¬ 
rupt on April 30 and their 
practising certificates were 
suspended. 

They could be banned 
altogether once the investi¬ 
gation is complete.

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Demand for crossing at busy junction

PEDESTRIANS are having to dash across 
a busy junction on a main route through 
Halesowen before traffic lights change, it 
has been claimed - sparking fears someone 
could get run over. 

Hundreds of residents are uniting to call 
for better crossing facilities at the junction 
of Furnace Hill and Haden Hill Road in 
Halesowen. 

The junction is used by hundreds of 
pupils at Halesowen College and Earls 
High during term times and campaigners 
are concerned there could be a serious acci¬ 
dent. More than 400 names have been col¬ 
lected by grandmother-of-two Carol 


Poolton. They want the traffic light cross¬ 
ings to be controlled by pedestrians and 
sensors to allow them more time. 

At the moment they have to find an 
opportunity to cross while the lights are 
red - but sometimes they can change when 
someone is halfway across the road. 

And when one set of lights is red, traffic 
then starts turning in from one of the other 
roads, causing “chaos”. 

Ward councillor Bob James said: “There 
just isn’t a chance for anyone to cross safely 
and it’s a real problem. You have to take 
your life in your hands.” Mrs Poolton’s two 
granddaughters aged 11 and 13 are pupils 


at Earls High and she says they often find 
it difficult to negotiate the crossing. 

The retired care assistant, of Haden Hill 
Road, said: “One of them is going to get 
hurt unless something is done. It is an 
absolute nightmare.” 

They also want the traffic lights on 
Dudley Road to change to red allowing 
traffic travelling along Haden Hill Road 
towards Halesowen to filter right into 
Furnace Hill. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member 
for transportation, said: “We will look at 
the petition when it is presented to us and 
Oconsider the requests from residents.” 


Petition lodged over plans 
for homes at ex-fire station 


A PETITION signed by dozens of residents 
has been lodged against plans to demolish 
Halesowen’s former fire station and build 22 
homes in its place. The station shut in April - 
despite a public campaign to save it from 
closure. ■ By Heather Large 

It followed the merger of _ 


Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath fire stations and the 
axing of one of the two 24- 
hour crews. 

Fire chiefs are hoping to 
get planning permission for 
the housing scheme at the 
site in Hagley Road before 
putting it on the market. 

But this has proven 
unpopular with people living 
nearby. 

A petition with more than 
40 names has been submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council which 
is due to make a decision on 
the scheme in the coming 
months. 

Narrow 

The letter, lodged with the 
list of signatures, says resi¬ 
dents are concerned about a 
possible increase in traffic 
from the new development. 

There are fears Ashfield 
Grove, which is a narrow 
road near the fire station, 
will become congested. 

Stephen Moughtin, of 
Ashfield Grove, said, in a 
letter, that the increase in 
traffic from an additional 22 
homes would “cause consid¬ 
erable disruption”. 

“The safety of pedestrians 


will be compromised,” he 
added. 

Another resident of Ash¬ 
field Grove, who did not 
want to be named, said she 
was concerned her house 
would be overlooked by the 
new properties. 

“It would take away our 
privacy,” she added. 

The plans are for a mix of 
two and three bedroom 
homes, a report by agent 
Rob Duncan says. 

“It is anticipated that they 
will be of typical brick and 
tile construction to reflect 
the established character of 
the wider residential area,” 
it adds. 

The decision followed in 
the wake of the fire service 
being hit with £10 million in 
overnment funding cuts 
etween 2011 and 2013. 

West Midlands Fire 
Service also plans to sell off 
the Cradley Heath station 
site once a new £3m fire 
station, serving both Hale¬ 
sowen and Cradley Heath, is 
built on the site of former 
municipal buildings in Hale¬ 
sowen Road, Cradley Heath.

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Hospitals 
to spend 
£2.5m on 
equipment 

A TOTAL of £2.5 million has 
been earmarked for medical 
equipment to be replaced at 
Dudley’s three hospitals. 

The cash has been allo¬ 
cated from the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust’s budget for 2012/13.

A CORONER has called on the Government to consider launching a 
national heart screening programme for young people following the 
sudden death of a fit Hagley boy while playing rugby. 

Luke Chapman, aged 15, of Meadowcroft, Hagley, died from sudden adult death syn¬ 
drome following an irregular heartbeat that happened without warning. The 6ft, well built 
schoolboy was playing rugby at Baxter Business & Enterprise College, Kidderminster, 


when the tragedy happened on March 20. 

Luke, who was playing for his school, Hay- 
bridge High, Hagley, died at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital 80 minutes after collaps¬ 
ing despite efforts to save him at the pitch 
and in the ambulance. 

Birmingham deputy coroner, Miss Sarah 
Ormond-Walshe, recording a verdict of 
natural causes, said she would write to the 
Department of Health asking it to consider 
for a national heart screening programme. 

Heart specialist Dr Mary Sheppard, of 
London’s Brompton Hospital, said she found 
no abnormalities in Luke’s heart. 

But she said 10 to 12 people aged under 35 
died every week - 800 per year - in this 
country from sudden adult arrhythmia. 

“It is believed the heart just stops abruptly 
and the person literally collapses without 
warning,” she said. 

Watching 

Dr Sheppard advised Luke’s family to 
undergo checks to discover if there could 
have been any genetic cause. In Italy a 
national screening programme had reduced 
similar deaths by 40 percent, she said. 

“It’s a massive national issue for chil¬ 
dren,” she added. “It’s vital we get a national 
programme like in Italy.” 

But she pointed out that this country had 
few specialists in the subject and more would 
need to be trained. 

Luke’s father, Matthew Chapman, with 
who the youngster lived, told the inquest he 
was watching the match when his son just 
collapsed. 

“People looking after him started chest

compression straight away,” added Mr 
Chapman, aged 47. 

Afterwards he said members of the 
family, including Luke’s sister and her son, 
would now have the recommended tests. 

After the inquest Luke’s mother, Miss 
Tracey Howell, aged 45, of Solihull, said: 
“We should be made aware that tests are 
available which parents could pay for if 
their children play sport.” 

Miss Ormond-Walshe said: “The evi¬ 
dence I’ve heard is that Italy has a national 
screening programme, which has reduced 
deaths considerably. 

“I will write to the Department of Health 
asking them to give consideration to a 
screening programme. 

“It’s a complex resource issue because 
there are a limited number of specialist car¬ 
diologists in this country.

Donations to borough's 
hospitals are up by 22pc 


DONATIONS to Dudley’s three 
hospitals have shot up by around 
22 per cent in 12 months, new 
figures reveal. 

The Dudley Group NHS Charity received 
a total of £586,000 in 2011/12 compared 
with £480,000 in the previous year. 

Money given to the charity goes towards 
making patients more comfortable as well as 
supporting staff by funding training. The 
total donated during the past financial year 
includes £262,243 from legacies. Around 
£13,300 has also been generated by 
fundraising events.

flattie chaos claims spur 
plea for quarry cameras 


RESIDENTS are calling for 
cameras to be installed near a 
Black Country quarry’s entrance 
amid claims that lorries are 
causing traffic chaos. 

People living near the Ketley Quarry in 
Kingswinford want council chiefs to measure 
the impact the site is having on the area. 
Operator WCL was recently given permis¬ 
sion for vehicles to arrive at 7.30am instead 
of 8am. But residents say trucks waiting to 
enter the site are causing tailbacks. 

It comes after bosses at the firm were 
warned by council chiefs earlier this month 
when lorries were caught entering the site 
before 7.30am. 

Ward Councillor Patrick Harley says 
cameras would prove further action needs to 
be taken. 

Site owners Hinton, Perry and Davenhill 
are drawing up plans to open at 7am instead, 
which they say would ease traffic. 

Councillor Harley said: “I only hope that 
Dudley Council and its planning department 
and all its engineers who claimed the new 
entrance and opening times would have no 
impact on the Dudley Road are now hanging 
their heads in shame. If not then they should 
be.” 

Hinton, Perry and Davenhill managing 
director Alex Patrick-Smith said the opera¬ 
tors had always provided CCTV when 
requested. 

He added: “The gate is opened at 7.30am, 
which is the permitted time. Councillor Judy 
Foster, cabinet member for transportation, 
said: “The council is aware of the concerns of 
local people.”

Death-crash lorry driver 
spared from going to jail

A LORRY driver from Sedgley 
who crashed into the back of a 
car queueing at traffic lights on a 
motorway slip road, leading to a 
man’s death days later, has been 
spared jail. 

But Judge Amjad Nawaz told him he will 
live with the consequences for life. 

Mark Roberts, aged 46, was found dead at 
home in Willenhall after complaining of 
neck pains and a headache in the days after 
Matthew Broadley’s Renault Tipper lorry 
hit his Peugeot 206. The father of two had 
been discharged from hospital. 

His injuries were not thought to be 
serious following the crash on the M6 slip 
road at junction 10 in Walsall in October. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
31-year-old Broadley, who was a driver for 
S&B Waste Management & Recycling, Pur- 
brook Road, Wolverhampton, saw three cars 
ahead of him but expected them to move off 
as the traffic lights had turned green. 

However, the front car stalled and 
Broadley’s “attention was diverted momen¬ 
tarily,” said Mr Nigel Wilkins, prosecuting. 

The lorry caused “extensive damage” to 
the Peugeot and Mr Roberts, who was con¬ 
scious, was cut free by firefighters as a pre¬ 
caution. He suffered a haemorrhage and was 
discovered dead at home by his wife on 
October 21, the court heard. 

Miss Michelle Brown, defending, said 
Broadley had struggled to come to terms 
with what happened. Broadley of The Vista, 
admitted causing death by careless driving. 
He was given a 26-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, and was ordered 
to do 200 hours of unpaid work. He was also 
banned from driving for 18 months.

Reliving the days when glassmaking 
made the area a cut above the rest 


IT was once the glassmaking capital of the 
world at the cutting of edge of develop¬ 
ments in the industry and its pieces prized 
worldwide. 

Thomas Webb and Sons, Richardsons and Stuart 
Crystal, in Amblecote and Wordsley, are well-known to 
this day and the glass they created is highly collectable. 

While now only the Red House Glass Cone, in Words¬ 
ley High Street, remains as a testament to the town’s 
heritage, compared to a skyline once dominated by brick- 
built cones, the eyes of the glassmaking world are once 
again going to be focused on the town for the Interna¬ 
tional Festival of Glass. 

The event will be held at venues in the town from 
August 24 to 27. And this year will be extra special as it 
will celebrate 400 years of glassmaking in the town. 

To commemorate the occasion, Broadfield House 
Glass Museum, Kingswinford, has shared some of its 
picture archives of the town’s glassmaking heritage. 

The 400-year anniversary date is taken from when 
Paul Tyzack baptised his first son at St Mary’s Church, 
Kingswinford, in 1612. 

Mr Tyzack was one of the town’s first glassmakers. 
Originally from the Lorraine region of France he settled 
in the area due to the abundance of natural resources. 

Experts say it is likely glass was being made in the

town before that date but that is the first firm record 
they have of the family being in the Stourbridge area. 

Items made by these early glassmakers would have 
included bottles and window glass The glass would have 
had a green tinge due to the materials used. 

The creation of lead crystal glass in the 1670s by 
London glassmaker George Ravenscroft would revolu¬ 
tionise the industry by creating a clearer version of the 
material. But the next great leap forward in the industry 
would be firmly based in the Black Country. In the 1790s 
two glasscutters, one from Dudley the other from Stour¬ 
bridge, pioneered the steam powered cutting lathe. 

Rediscovered 

Previously the equipment had been operated by hand 
but the new machinery could cut deeper and with 
greater precision - creating intricate cut glass as it is 
known today. Another of the town’s best-known glass- 
maker in the town was Thomas Webb. 

Webb was involved in a number of factories in the 
town but mainly the Dennis Glassworks, off Collis 
Street, in Amblecote. In 1878, the firm won the Grand 
Prix for glass as the Paris International Exhibition. 

Factories were also set up in Brierley Hill, including 
Stevens and Williams.Other factories of note were 
Tudor Crystal, in Junction Road, Audnam, and the Webb 


Corbett factory off Wollaston Road. In 1875, artist John 
Northwood rediscovered the ancient roman art of cameo 
glass when he created the first exact replica of the Port¬ 
land Vase. The original, dating from the Roman period, 
had been shattered at the British Museum in 1845. 

He and his brother Joseph had previously set up J and 
J Northwood Decorating Works, in Barnett Street, 
Wordsley, which acid etched glass. 

Stourbridge retained its grip on glassmaking innova¬ 
tion creating art deco styles in the 1930s but by the 1970s 
the industry had started to decline with many factories 
closing the 90s and 2000s. 

The Webb Corbett site ran until 2000 when it was pur¬ 
chased from owners Royal Doulton by the Ruskin Mill 
Educational Trust. It is now the Ruskin Glass Centre. 
Tudor Crystal which had been based in Junction Road, 
Audnam, was purchased by Plowden and Thompson and 
continues at the New Dial Glassworks, also Audnam, to 
this day. 

Glass expert Charles Hajdamach said the town’s glass¬ 
making heritage continued with the rise in studio glass, 
where artists work with the glass themselves was still a 
fixture in the town. 

“Work being created at places such as the Ruskin 
Glass Centre, in Amblecote, is just as exciting as the 
developments in the past would have been,” he said. 
“That pioneering spirit still exists to this day.”

He lost this employ¬ 
ment and was struggling financially 
which is why he committed these 
acts.” 

The judge said: “I take into 
account your guilty pleas but this is 
the only credit I can give you.”

PAINTINGS by a devoted and tal¬ 
ented Black Country couple are 
being put on public show in their 
own home by their children - the 
year after they both died suddenly. 

The artwork by Ray and Catherine Jones, 
from Brierley Hill, who met when they were 
students at Birmingham Art College in the 
1950s, spans decades. 

Some of the pieces show the changing land¬ 
scape of Brierley Hill, where Ray was born 
and brought up, while others include still life, 
animals, beach scenes and life study. 

Catherine died from a brain haemorrhage, 
aged 78, in May last year, and her husband 
died after collapsing with pneumonia, aged 
79, six months later. 

Celebrate 

Now their daughters, Frances Taylor, aged 
52, and Rachel Edwards, 51, and son Chris, 
aged 47, are mounting the posthumous exhi¬ 
bition of their paintings at the couple’s home 
of nearly 40 years, at 18, Hillcrest Avenue, 
Brierley Hill. 

The open house, on August 18 and 19 from 
10am to 6pm, will celebrate their life and 
work. 

Frances said: “It’s been quite cathartic for 
us to sort out the pieces to go in the exhibi¬ 
tion - and we found some stuff we’d never 
seen before, including sketches of me as a 
baby. 

“Many show aspects of life and the history 
and changing face of Brierley Hill.” 

The couple were married in the late 1950s 
and worked as art teachers in various 
schools, locally and in the East Midlands. In 
later life both also worked at Dudley Zoo for 
a time, designing booklets for children and 
signs for animal enclosures. Some of the 
couple’s work has already been purchased by 
Brierley Hill Library.

Council’s 
pledge on 
new lights 

TRAFFIC lights that change 
depending on the speed of 
drivers will not be intro¬ 
duced elsewhere in Sandwell 
for the time being. 

Sandwell Council trialled 
the lights last year. They 
were successful and bosses 
said they could be rolled out 
across the borough. 

But now, Councillor Ian 
Jones, for neighbourhoods, 
said: “The changes to the 
lighting sequence at the 
pedestrian crossing in High- 
gate Street in Old Hill have 
been made to help reduce 
the problem with speeding. 

“We don’t have any plans 
to do this to other crossings, 
but it’s a road safety tool 
that can be used where 
appropriate.” 

The £400 crossing trialled 
is the first of its kind in the 
Midlands. The lights stay on 
red unless the oncoming car 
is going at or below the 
30mph limit. 

It is a normal crossing 
during the day and adopts 
the traffic-calming setting 
only in the evening. Police 
have backed the scheme. 

But some people have crit¬ 
icised the concept, saying it 
confuses drivers and could 
cause crashes.

Delays hit cafe plans 


HOPES to open a continental- 
style cafe bar and restaurant 
in a historic building to coin¬ 
cide with the opening of a 
new Dudley College campus 
have been dashed by delays. 

It was hoped the old Carver’s 
Cafe in Stone Street Square, which 
has stood empty for nearly a 
decade, would be finished by Sep¬ 
tember to attract new students. 

Council bosses wanted the 
opening to coincide with an £18 
million vocational centre at 
Dudley College in nearby Tower 
Street. 

But they revealed delays in getting 
work started mean it will now be com¬ 


pleted in the new year. The college 
building, which will be known as 
Dudley Evolve, forms part of a £30m 
university-style campus scheme by the 
college to create a new learning 
quarter in the town centre. 

Developers say the new cafe bar 
could be a draw for young people. 

It will feature two large arched door¬ 
ways harking back to when it was a fire 
station more than 100 years ago. 

Piazza 

It will also have a new entrance on to 
the square surrounded by glass panels, 
along with a piazza for tables and 
chairs. 

The long-standing project had been 
central to the council’s plans to regen¬ 
erate the town but was shelved last 
year due to a lack of cash. 


But now an unnamed firm has taken 
over the premises. Regeneration coun¬ 
cillor Shaukat Ali said: “There has 
been a delay but things are moving 
forward now. 

“Architects have now been 
appointed and though we won’t be able 
to get it ready for September we are 
hoping it will be early in the new year. 

It will be a really great development 
for the town when it is finished. ” 

The cafe was originally conceived as 
the first stage of a redevelopment of 
the town centre but the plans fell 
through due to problems with funding. 

But since then £4.5m European 
funding has been secured towards a 
£10m project to link Dudley Zoo to the 
Black Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Canal Trust. 


Council among best at 
tax collection efficiency 


DUDLEY and Sandwell councils are among 
the best in the country at raking in tax due 
from local ratepayers. 

Both Sandwell and Dudley collected 98.2 
per cent of the council taxes levied on 
borough taxpayers last year. 

Wolverhampton was close behind, with 96 
per cent of council tax owed collected during 
2011 - 12 . 

In Walsall more than 97 per cent of the 
amount due from borough taxpayers was 
collected, with more money recovered since 
as the council continues to chase outstand¬ 
ing debts. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for finance, 
Councillor Pete Lowe, said: “Our high 
council tax collection rate places us joint 
second of all metropolitan councils, which 
benefits everyone by reducing administra¬ 


tion costs and ensuring the council’s spend¬ 
ing programmes are properly funded.” 

But he said the council recognised the dif¬ 
ficulties that hard-pressed residents and 
businesses were currently facing - so, from 
next April, they will be able to spread their 
payments over 12 months instead of the 
existing 10 months. 

Better 

Councillor Lowe said that, despite the dif¬ 
ficult economic climate, Dudley’s high level 
of collection was on a par with that of previ¬ 
ous years and was much better than the 
average for metropolitan councils. 

“We really appreciate the excellent 
payment record of most of Dudley’s council 
tax and business rates payers, especially 
given the tough financial situation in which 
we find ourselves,” he added.

veteran says 
ramp delay 
has trapped 
him in house 


A FALKLANDS War veteran 
claims he has become a prisoner 
within his own home because the 
council has not yet installed a dis¬ 
ability ramp.

Mr Shutt also served in Noway, the Gulf and 
Northern Ireland and was awarded a British 
Empire Medal in 1990. 

He retired in 2004 and worked as a 
medical engineer in Capital Medical until 
being made redundant in 2010. 

Shocking 

Mrs Shutt, 50, said: “My husband fought 
for this country, but now he is housebound 
because of some mix-up between some 
council officers. 

“He’s been housebound since he moved 
back, it’s shocking.” 

Mrs Shutt said she could not move him 
outside of the home herself because of the 
weight of the wheelchair. 

She said: “I’d been asking for the ramp 
when he was in hospital, but was told me 
they could not start an application for one 
before he is home.”

BUSINESSES along busy 
routes in Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis said they are 
losing thousands of pounds 
each month because of long¬ 
term roadworks which they 
say are hitting trade. 

Engineers have made two roads one¬ 
way on the boundary between the 
towns while they replace gas mains as 
part of the 26-week project. 

Traders in Gorsty Hill Road and 
Coombs Road said takings had dropped 
by half because customers are being put 
off. With the £500,000 project not due 
to finish until early October, some 
feared they may not recover. 

Traders said there was a lack of 
parking and customers were being put 
off as they get stuck in traffic. 

Bosses at Olympia chip shop, Coombs 
Road said it was losing £500 a week and 
profits had halved since work started. 

Owner and mother-of-two Dalvinder 
Kaur said: “We just want this work to 
be over. It is wrecking our business.” 

She is applying for compensation. 

Francene Roberts, assistant 
manager at Evergreen Pharmacy, 
Coombs Road, said: “Sales have been 
significantly down because people 
aren’t just popping in.” 

The work is being carried out by 
National Grid, and at the same time 
South Staffs Water workers are replac¬ 
ing an old cast iron water main. 

Pally Dhaliwal, who runs Apex 
Wines, Gorsty Hill Road, said traders 
needed to be told more about the sched¬ 
ule of the works. The mother of two 
added: “Our business is down 55 per 
cent on average.” 

National Grid project manager Stan 
Best said: “This project is a major 
investment in the safety and reliability 
of Hurst Green’s gas supply and will be 
a short-term inconvenience for a long 
term benefit.”

Author’s first novel 


A JACK Russell dog was beaten 
so badly it was left with a hole in 
its head, a court heard. 

It had to be put down due to the severity 
of its injuries, magistrates were told. 

Vets treating the animal said they 
believed it had suffered a blow to the head 
on two occasions. Owners Jake Adder ley, 
aged 22, and Rebecca Perkins, 20, both 
denied causing the pet’s injuries. 

But the pair, of Belmont Road, Brierley 
Hill, admitted causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the dog by not providing adequate 
care for its head injuries. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard on 
August 2 the dog was taken to Water Front 
Veterinary Centre with a hole in its head 
and a fractured skull on October 28. It was 
struggling to stand due to brain damage. 

One vet compared the injury to a case he 
had seen of a rottweiler being hit on the 
head by a golf club. The couple told RSPCA 
officers the dog had suffered a fit and fallen 
down the stairs. Mr Nick Sutton, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “Someone has assaulted this 
animal and beaten it to death.” 

Perkins had taken the dog, which wsa 
bought through the interne, to vets on two 
previous occasions. On September 27, it 
was taken to the centre with swollen eyes. 
On October 14 it was taken to the PDSA 
with bruised eyes, swelling under the jaw 
and a fractured rib. 

Mr Michael Davies, defending Perkins, 
said: “On October 28 she returned from 
shopping trip to find that the dog was in a 
very poor state, the injuries were appar¬ 
ent.” He added: “She accepts that she 
should have known that between October 
19 and 28 it was quite clear there was some¬ 
thing wrong and she should have done 
something about it.” 

Mr John Harmshaw, defending Adder ley, 
said: “He noticed things, but did not take 
action. I must add there were quite a 
number of other people who entered the 
home.” 

The pair will be sentenced next month.

Young girl savaged by dog 


A DOG escaped from a garden 
in Tipton and attacked a 
young girl, a court heard. 

Mark Price’s Japanese Akita, called 
Mieko, forced the eight-year-old to the 
ground, biting her arm and then 
shaking her leg in its mouth, Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court was told. 

She has had three operations and may 
need plastic surgery. 

District judge Michael Wheeler was 
persuaded not to pass a custodial sen¬ 
tence on Price but decided that Mieko 
must be destroyed. 


He also ordered Price to serve 120 
hours unpaid work. 

“Unfortunately a very serious attack 
on a very young girl took place,” he 
said. “She suffered what are bordering 
on horrific injuries as a result of that 
attack and may need plastic surgery.” 

The attack happened as the girl was 
playing with a friend at a public grassed 
area in Kingsway Avenue on April 13. 

A builder had left a back gate 
unlocked at Price’s home, allowing 
Mieko to escape, the court heard. 

The girl suffered a four-inch wound 
to her lower right leg and a wound to 


her right arm. Price, aged 43, of 
Kingsway Avenue, pleaded guilty to 
being the owner of a dog dangerously 
out of control in a public place. 

Andrew Chowdhury, defending, 
urged Judge Wheeler not to order the 
destruction of the dog, stressing the 
attack was out of character. 

But the judge said: “The problem is 
the predatory aggression by Mieko and 
the way he behaved on this occasion 
and the way he is likely to behave...in 
the future.” 

As well as the community service, 
Price was told to pay £85 costs.

The municipal building, on the corner of Barrs Road and 
Halesowen Road, was built in 1938 and has been used as 
council offices since 1974. Last year Sandwell Council 
announced it would be closing the building and council 
workers have moved out. 

Planning officers at Sandwell Council have granted dem¬ 
olition consent using delegated powers.

Love triangle leads 
to a crime of passion 


Y es, it boasts a tremendous 
cast, the episodes are all 
written or co-written by the 
acclaimed Jimmy McGovern, and it 
explores how ordinary people can 
find themselves standing in the 
dock, on trial for the most horrifying 
crimes. But for many people, the real 
draw of the second series of 
Accused (Tuesday, BBC1, 9pm) is 
the chance to see Sean Bean in 
drag. 

Luckily, the BBC isn’t going to 
make us wait, as he stars in the first 
of the six stand-alone dramas, 
playing college teacher Simon 
Gaskell, who leads an intriguing 
double life. In the evenings, he is a 
transvestite called Tracie Tremarco, 
who does the rounds of 
Manchester’s bars looking for love. 

Bean admits he didn’t immediately 
jump at the chance to put on his 
stilettos, “I had a call from my agent 
saying, ‘Do you fancy playing a 
transvestite?’ I said, ‘Not really, why?’ 

“But as soon as she said it was a 
Jimmy McGovern project, who I’ve 
wanted to work with for a while, I 
was interested.” 


Even once he’d accepted the role, 
there were challenges in store. 
‘There I am, a big bloke, it’s a week 
before filming and I’m practising 
walking in high heels round my 
house. It felt like I was on stilts. I 
thought this hurts. I’ll never stop 
hobbling. I need to be able to get my 
balance and posture right. My 
sympathies go out to women now. I 
understand what they go through! 

“Mind you, I can say I’ve really got 
the hang of heels now, I don’t think 
they’re that bad. I can dance in them 
too.” 

But he’s keen to point out that 
there’s more to the opening episode 
of Accused than the chance to see 
one of Britain’s most successful - 
and most rugged - actors as we’ve 
never seen him before. 

‘The script was brilliant, and very 
moving. It’s a really touching story 
about a complicated man. He has a 
relationship with another man, which 
develops into deep love, and then 
spirals out of control into something 
quite dark and disturbing.” 

The trouble starts when Tracie 
meets Tony (Stephen Graham), a 


satellite and aerial engineer who 
rescues her from an altercation with 
a group of blokes on a stag night. 
Love begins to blossom, but Tony 
has a secret of his own - he’s 
married to beautician Karen (Rachel 
Leskovac), and while he’s smitten 
with Tracie, he does still care about 
his wife. 

The result is a love triangle that 
points to a terrible crime of passion. 

Bean says: “It’s not about sex; 
it’s about falling in love. In Trade’s 
case it’s with the wrong person, 
which is something everyone can 
relate to whatever their preferences 
are.” 

But while things look set to end 
badly for Tracie and Tony, the actor 
had a much more positive time. 

“The experience of being Tracie 
was great fun and really liberating. 
I’ve not had an adrenalin rush like it 
for ages... 

“This role has been a great 
opportunity. It’s one of the most 
challenging parts I’ve ever done; it’s 
so far from my perceived image. I 
can’t think of anything that 
compares. I can’t top it.”

Escape from Colditz

Several episodes of the acclaimed 1970s TV 
series Colditz featured Jeremy Kemp as an 
academic-turned-pilot obsessed with the idea of 
building and then flying a glider out of the PoW 
camp.

Cutting cost of heating home 


Even during a summer 
like this one, it’s the 
perfect time to consider 
fitting an air source heat 
pump, says Julia Gray 

IF YOU want to make your 
home greener and cleaner, an 
air source heat pump could 
be the answer. 

These pumps extract heat from the 
air outside and then increase its tem¬ 
perature, before using it to heat your 
home. 

There are two types of pump - air to 
air and air to water. The former 
produce warm (and also cool) air and 
circulate it around your home through 
fans. 

Air-to-water pumps supply your 
home’s (wet) central heating system. 
However, they don’t make the water as 
hot as a boiler does, so you may need to 
fit bigger radiators because the ones 
you have won’t give out as much heat, 
or install (wet) underfloor heating, 
where the water doesn’t need to be so 
hot. 

Underfloor heating is a good option 
with a heat pump, but is often expen¬ 
sive and disruptive to retrofit - it’s 
ideal for renovations and houses being 
built. 

According to the Energy Saving 
Trust, fitting an air source heat pump 
costs around £6,000 to £10,000. How 



emissions - depending on what 
sort of heating you’re replacing 


quickly you’ll get that money back 
depends on a number of factors, but 
you’ll save most money if you’re replac¬ 
ing a coal-fired or electric heating 
system (if you have mains-gas central 
heating, an air source heat pump may 
not be for you). 

The good news is that once the 
Renewable Heat Incentive (see 
www.which.co.uk) starts (probably 
next year), it should take less time to 
recoup your investment. 

This Government scheme will pay 
people who heat their homes using 
renewable technologies, including air 
source heat pumps. 

Even though the scheme isn’t up and 
running yet, you may be able to get a 


Renewable Heat Premium Payment 
(see the website www.energysav- 
ingtrust.org.uk) to help you with the 
cost of installing a heat pump. As well 
as providing you with an income 
(assuming the Renewable Heat Incen¬ 
tive goes ahead), your pump should 
also cut your home’s C02 emissions 
(depending on what sort of heating 
you’re replacing). 

The problem, of course, is that 
although air is renewable, these pumps 
need electricity to work. The most eco 
solution is to generate your own elec¬ 
tricity, using a wind turbine or solar 
anels, for example, which is another 
ig investment. 

Air source heat pumps rarely need 
much maintenance, but they may not 
work as well when it’s colder than -5C 
outside (although they can work at 
temperatures as low as -15C), so 
another form of heating may be neces¬ 
sary in winter. 

It is, of course, vital that your home’s 
draught proofed and well insulated for 
the heating system to work efficiently. 

Whether or not you need planning 
permission for an air source heat pump 
will depend on where you live in the 
country (and sometimes other factors), 
so check with your local planning 
department. 

As always, if your home’s leasehold, 
you may need the permission of the 
freeholder to make an alteration such 
as fitting an air source heat pump. And 
if it affects a wall or boundary you 
share with a neighbour, it may be nec¬ 
essary to draw up a party wall agree¬ 
ment with them.

SUBARU has belatedly entered into the hotly 
contested SUV market, with the arrival of the 
XV crossover, writes Bob Hickman. 

The new All-Wheel Drive vehicle, priced from £21,295 for 
entry level 1.6i S models, will attempt to establish itself as 
one of the most capable and best-value-for-money compact 
crossovers currently available. 

The market currently dominated by the Nissan Qashqai 
is the obvious target for sales but when you check out the 
prices of the XV it really is up against the more up market 
derivatives like the Audi Q3 

The five-star Euro NCAP-rated Subaru XV is one of the 
safest vehicles in its class and in addition combines style and 
functionality with generous levels of standard-fit equip¬ 
ment. 

Being a Subaru you expect and receive a permanent All- 
Wheel Drive system and the famous “growling” Boxer 
engines, this follows a well chosen path that results in a 
vehicle that will be perfectly at home in all manner of 
driving conditions, it really is a genuine four-wheel-drive 
vehicle and not a poseur pseudo type. Subaru is confident 
that the XV will thoroughly satisfy the needs of existing cus¬ 
tomers, while also attracting new consumers to the brand. 

There is a choice of three Euro V-compliant Boxer 
engines, 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrol, and 2.0-litre diesel. Petrol- 
powered XV models benefit from Subaru’s new fuel-saving 
Auto Start Stop System as standard, boosting fuel savings 
in congested traffic. 

Performer 

The 1.6-litre and 2.0-litre petrol engines develop 114ps 
and 150ps respectively, while the 2.0-litre diesel produces 
147ps, with a choice of either a five and six-speed manual or 
a six-speed CVT automatic (petrol only). 

Performance has always been a strong point with Subaru, 
we only have to cast our minds back a few to years to the 
heady success of the brand on the World Rally stage to 
appreciate this, capable of reaching 60mph in 9.3 seconds 
and with a top speed of 116mph, the 2.0 diesel is likely to be 
the best-selling variant in the UK it offers fuel economy of 
50.4mpg on the combined cycle, while emitting 146g/km of 
C02. 

Should you be purchasing this vehicle to actually venture 
off road you will be pleased to note that the XV also features 
the highest ground clearance and lowest centre of gravity in 
class, making it a highly capable performer both on and off 
road. 

The level of specification is generous, the entry-level S 
models feature as standard ABS, traction control, Subaru 
Vehicle Dynamics Control (SVDC), front, side, curtain and 
knee airbags, 17-inch alloy wheels, daytime LED running 
lights and automatic air conditioning as standard. 

The SE models add cruise control, rear-view camera, 
Bluetooth functionality and USB/iPod connectivity. The 
top of the range SE Lux has a sunroof, Keyless Smart Entry, 
push-button start, leather seats and satellite navigation. 

Subaru has a reputation built up over many years of 
building dependable and reliable vehicles so I see no reason 
why the XV should not stand up to whatever is thrown at it. 

The vehicle is quite practical, in addition to the potential 
to venture off road the interior will easily accommodate five 
adults and their luggage, the rear passengers will appreci¬ 
ate the generous leg room, with the seats folded a huge 
amount of capacity is revealed much bigger than the 
Qashqai opposition. 

One problem that the Subaru importers are have to 
contend with is the yen to pound ratio which unfortunately 
is making the pricing for the new XV a little more expensive 
with the range starting at £21,295 for the 1.6i S models, and 
rising to £29,995 for the range-topping 2.0D SE Lux 
Premium.
